“| Do Solemnly Swear..." 


Student Council put forth a question 
this week that should be decided and 
acted upon in the very near future. 

The subject in question is whether 
or not SSC should take a stand on the 
National Defense Edueation Act of 1958 
disclaimer clause (affidavit). 

This governmental program, under 
the United States Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare, is na- 
tion-wide in scope. The NDEA provides 
loans students under easy terms 
with special scholarship provisions for 
student borrowers who later enter pub- 
lie secondary and elementary teaching, 
and publie school administrative car- 
eers, 

The aet by Congress has been termed 
‘‘venerens, comprehensive, and long 
past due,’’ but the objectionable clause 
is Title X, seetion 1001 (f). 

This section requires of all student 
applicants fer a federal loan not only 
the loyalty oath of allegiance but a 
signed affidavit which says: ‘*... IT do 
not believe in, and am not a member of, 
and do not support any organization 
that believes in, or teaches the over- 
throw of the U.S. government by force

or violence, or by any illegal or uncon- 
stitutional metheds.*’ 

After the student authorizes the af- 
fidavit it is filed with the U.S. Com- 
missioner of Education. H the student 
shows a ‘‘clean bill of bealth’’ and a 
good academic reeord, he is adminis- 
tered the loan through the participat- 
ing imstitution. 

Feelings by Jast vear’s Couneil, when 
the issue was first brought to light, 
were mixed. Some questioned whether 
the ASSSC would be condoning the 
oath by allowing the program. Another 
view was that, ‘‘by okaying this pro- 
gram it would simply give the students 
a chance to apply for the loans. It 
would be up to the individual as to 
whether or not he wished to sign an oath 
or affidavit.’’ 

The question of action is new opened 
to the members of the ASSSC. Opinion 
is needed, 

The State Hornet stand remains: 
Such loans are needed, but withont 
government evidence contrary to the 
students lovalty — there should be no 
affidavit stipulations to lean acquire- 
ment.
